Crime and Disorder and 
Public Safety licensing 
objectives. 

“This is as a result of 
concerns regarding inci¬ 
dents of drunkenness and 
disorder, together with 
regular overcrowding at 
the premises.” 

The review is currently 
in the consultation phase, 
and the closing date for 
responses is Sunday, 
February 7th. 

Martin Davies who reg¬ 
ularly performs at the 
venue with his band 
Shelby’s Elbows first 


raised awareness of the 
review on the No. 10 
Facebook page. 

He said: “It’s one of the 
most popular places that 
we go to all the time and 
its very central to the 
Bridport music commu¬ 
nity in particular. 

“My band play there 
quite regularly so it is 
very integral to us. When 
we heard that the licens¬ 
ing was being reviewed 
we thought we’d all get 
together and try and get 
some support. 

“The whole idea origi¬ 


nally was to try and get 
all the musicians together 
but everybody else has 
got involved as well 
which is quite cool. 

“We are trying to get 
people to write letters to 
the council and the Face- 
book group is just a show 
of support as well. 

“I was quite surprised 
to see how many people 
supported the group. 

“Every time I looked at 
it the numbers were 
going up and people 
were writing really nice 
things on there. 

“The fact is it’s one of 
the best music venues in 


the town and puts on live 
music three or four times 
a week and usually local 
bands. 

“It’s incredibly support¬ 
ive of young people and 
inexperienced performers 
in particular, who might 
never have played in 
public before and they 
give them a go.” 

Bridport DJ Dominic 
Brown began the Face- 
book group ‘Keep No. 10 
open’ after reading Mar¬ 


tin’s letter. 

He added: “I set up the 
group because I think 
No. 10 is important to the 
social community of 
Bridport. 

“It’s a great venue for 
live music and DJs, like 
myself, and has a presti¬ 
gious open-mic night, 
which welcomes new tal¬ 
ent that might not have 
the opportunity to play 
elsewhere.

BRIDPORT'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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MEERI Wallace was born in Helsinki, Finland 
and moved to England in 1977 where she grew 
up on farms and small-holdings in Norfolk vil¬ 
lages. 

After leaving school Meeri moved to Swindon 
for a year and worked as an office clerk for a 
broadcasting company, then went to London to 
study until she had enough qualifications to go 
to Plymouth University where got a degree in 
psychology. 

She lives in Hawkchurch with her partner Paul 
and two young daughters. 

Meeri spends her days supporting Paul in run¬ 
ning their electrical and security business and 
volunteering for the local branch of the Na¬ 
tional Childbirth Trust and Bumps and Babies 
group in Bridport. 


■ WHAT is the National Childbirth Trust and what 
do they do? 

The NCT has two sides. On the one hand they undertake 
research into maternity issues and campaign for better 
maternity services. At a local level they provide support, 
advice, information and services relating to pregnancy, 
childbirth and early parenthood. 

■ WHAT is Bumps and Babies all about? 

Bumps and Babies is the local face of the NCT, which 
are local drop-sessions run by local parents, where par¬ 
ents-to-be and new parents can meet up to seek the in¬ 
formation/advice they need, make friends and get 
themselves out of the house with their babies. Occasion¬ 
ally, we have guest speakers, Some mum’s come along 
for a coffee and chat, but some mums come along to get 
specific support for a variety of difficulties they may be 
experiencing. 

■ WHAT would you say to anyone considering 
going along to one of your groups and who would 
you recommend it to? 

At Bumps and Babies you can meet lots of other mums 
in the same boat, exchange experiences, find out tricks 
and tips on feeding, weaning, sleeping matters. And talk 
through personal and relationship changes too. I would 
recommend Bumps and Babies to any new parent. The 
friends I made five-years-ago are still my friends today. 
I’ve met lots of lovely people and I hope I’ve been able 
to give something back. 

■ BUMPS and Babies in Bridport was facing closure 
- how are things now? 

The branch was facing closure after almost 25 years, but 
thanks to View From and an all-out plea we had a hugely 
successful AGM. We have a full house on the committee 
and lots of new mums hosting the drop-in sessions. 
Fundraising, social events, workshops and ante-natal 
classes are back in the calendar. We’ve also had to move 
premises, but have now found a lovely venue at St John’s 
Ambulance Hall on Rax Lane in Bridport. 

■ WHY do you think it is important to have groups 
like Bumps and Babies? 

Groups like Bumps and Babies give incentives to get out 



of the house, get some fresh air, engage in social activities 
for both parent and child. Becoming a new mum is prob¬ 
ably the most intense life-changing event that we go 
through and it does change who we are. Some parents 
will find this a relatively easy transition, but some parents 
might lose a bit of confidence somewhere along the way 
and attending any social group can help you find your 
stride again. 

■ WHAT were you like as a child? 

A bit of a handful I think! I was always very lucky to be 
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close to my mother and being the youngest in the family 
I suspect I was spoilt rotten. I remember being quite in¬ 
dependent and confident and I’m prepared to accept that 
I was probably hard-work. I remember I got bored a lot 
and needed constant mental stimulation. 

■ WHAT'S your earliest childhood memory? 

Skiing. The winter just after my second birthday. I was 
following my sister out of the drive way in Finland and I 
can still remember looking down at my feet getting into 
the rhythm. In Finland, snow is a fact of life and children 
learn to ski very young. 

■ IF you could live anywhere in the world, where 
would it be and why? 

I’ve been lucky enough to have travelled a lot and 
Hawkchurch is where I want to be right now. I’ve never 
been to New Zealand, but it looks like a wonderful place 
to be with lots of space. Hawaii might be nice for a while. 
It’d be fun to watch the kids on beach all day surfing. 

■ WHAT would you cook if you were on TV's Come 
Dine With Me? 

I love the idea of entertaining guests with a full on stylish 
dinner party. But it’ll never happen, the pressure of get¬ 
ting it right would be too much. Perhaps I’d go Finnish 
and cook up a traditional meal of reindeer and bear stew! 

■ AND who would be your three dream dinner 
guests and why? 

I would invite The Dalai Lama. I saw him doing a talk in 
London about 15-years-ago and he had such a lovely 
sense of humour, along with his incredible teachings. I’d 
also like to invite Goran Visjnic, who played Dr Luca 
Kovac in the American drama series ER. My final dinner 
guest would be the comdian Michael McIntyre. His ob¬ 
servations on day to day human behaviour are spot on and 
utterly hilarious.

Dorset Police Licensing Officer 
Karen O’Donnell has assured con¬ 
cerned patrons that the review is not an 
application to stop music or close the 
venue, although restrictions may be 
placed on the bar to deal with Dorset 
Police’s concerns. 

She said: “The review has been 
sought to reduce the risk of alcohol re¬ 
lated disorder as a result of regular 
overcrowding at the premises. 

“Dorset Police have asked for a num¬ 


ber of conditions to be attached to ad¬ 
dress these issues. 

“There is no application to stop the 
music or close the venue but simply to 
ensure public safety for those who at¬ 
tended. 

“The review documents are public 
documents and can be viewed by any¬ 
one at the West Dorset District Council 
offices.” 

A planned licensing sub committee 
hearing of the WDDC is scheduled for 
Friday, February, 12th.

DORSET Police have taken “no 
excuse” in the week following its 
launch of a campaign to crack¬ 
down on dangerous drivers. 

The “no excuse” campaign 
launched last week and has seen 
extra police patrols and a mobile 
Dorset Safety Camera Partnership 
unit deployed on a range of roads 
right across Dorset in a mixture of 
marked and unmarked vehicles. 

In just a week, police have 
stopped drivers and motorcyclists 


for a total of 216 offences, with 
speeding being the most common 
problem. 

Other offences include not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt, using a mobile 
phone, driving with no insurance 
or MOT, carrying an abnormal 
load, ignoring a red traffic light 
and not being in proper control of 
a vehicle. 

Over the next year, the ‘no ex¬ 
cuse’ project will combine extra 
enforcement on the roads with 


hard-hitting awareness and educa¬ 
tion campaigns in a joint effort to 
reduce the suffering caused by bad 
and careless driving. 

The initiative is being led by 
Dorset Road Safe, a partnership in¬ 
cluding Dorset County Council, 
Dorset Police, Dorset Fire and 
Rescue, Dorset Safety Camera 
Partnership, NHS Dorset, the 
Highways Agency and 
Bournemouth and Poole borough 
councils. 


Free school meals in an instant 


PARENTS in West 
Dorset can now sign their 
children up for free 
school meals in just 24 
hours. 

Previously ensuring 
your child received free 
school meals was a 
lengthy process that took 
15 days to resolve. 

This new streamlined 
process saves time for 
parents and schools as 
well as reducing costs for 
vulnerable families, and 
for Children’s Services. 

Under the new system, 
parents only need to 
apply for their child's 
free school meal once, 


rather than re-apply each 
year and even when a 
child moves schools. 

Dorset County Council 
have made the changes 
working with the Depart¬ 
ment of Children, 
Schools and Families and 
the council’s contact cen¬ 
tre, Dorset Direct. 

The council is only the 
second local authority in 
the country to offer this 
new application process 
for parents. 

Cabinet member for 
Children and Young Peo¬ 
ple, Toni Coombs said: 
“Our continued drive to 


make services more effi¬ 
cient now means that 
parents will only apply 
once to register for free 
school meals, and they 


can be reassured that the 
process will be much 
quicker allowing their 
children to benefit much 
earlier.”

“It’s normally quiet after the 
Christmas period and notoriously 
November and February are my 
quietest months but it’s so far so 
good. 

“Gloves, hats, scarves, coats, 
socks have all been selling well 
and thermals have sold particularly 
well.” 

Smith and Smith manager John 


Williams added: “Since the cold 
spell hit thermal underwear has 
been flying out the door. Anything 
with thermal in the title actually, 
we have certainly sold more this 
year than in previous years.” 

It was the same story for a num¬ 
ber of clothes retailers in Bridport 
with many sharing similar experi¬ 
ences as shoppers look to wrap up 
warm this winter. 

Steptoes shop assistant Julie 
Tilbury commented: “We have 
seen an increase in the sale of 
wellies, hats, scarfs, gloves. Cold 
weather clothes basically. 

“On the days when we have seen 
snow there haven’t been many 
people about but those who are 
have definitely been buying.” 

Most stores have been able to 
avoid delays in deliveries but even 
those who haven’t have still done 


well in the post Christmas sales. 

Owner of Trekwise, Philip Good, 
said: “We had a problem with one 
delivery of hats and gloves that 
took a week to get through but 
generally things are looking good. 

“It’s difficult to tell how well we 
are doing because it’s the sale sea¬ 
son as well but we are definitely 
selling more hats and gloves and 
warm fleeces than in previous 
years.” 

Secretary of the Bridport Cham¬ 
ber of Trade and Commerce, 
Karen Hussey, commented: “The 
chamber is always pleased to hear 
of our local businesses succeeding 
and as one member said today - 
generally, we feel that people are 
finding that they can buy every¬ 
thing they need in Bridport, and 
are more aware of supporting local 
shops.”

THE Bishop of Sher¬ 
borne officially opened 
the new state of the art 
school hall at Salway 
Ash Primary School last 
week. 

Staff, pupils, parents 
and governors turned out 
in force to celebrate the 
event, which has come 
after over a year and a 
half of fundraising. 

The new hall will pro¬ 
vide room for everything 
from music lessons to 


ICT, PE and Drama to¬ 
gether with facilities for 
good healthy lunches, 
and a spacious outdoor 
play area. 

Integral to the hall’s de¬ 
sign is a renewable en¬ 
ergy package with 
technology that will gen¬ 
erate at least 50 per cent 
of the school’s energy re¬ 
quirements. 

Fundraising began in 


2007 when the school re¬ 
ceived government fund¬ 
ing for the hall worth 
£680,000 from Salisbury 
Diocese. 

Further funding from 
the Community Sustain¬ 
able Energy Program, 
Low Carbon Building 
Program and EDF helped 
boost the funding and the 
school has still had to 
work tirelessly with a 


number of other 
fundraising projects to 
help raise their share of 
the money. 

The Bishop of Sher¬ 
borne, Dr Graham Kings, 
led the ceremony on 
Wednesday of last week 
before cutting the red rib¬ 
bon. 

He dedicated the school 
and entertained the chil¬ 
dren with a question and 
answer session. 

The children addressed 
the gathered parents and 
displayed flags they had 
designed featuring words 
that summed up school 
for them. 

The bishop then led a 
walk around the school 
where he blessed the new 
hall before cutting the 
red ribbon alongside 
headteacher Lisa Crew. 

Vice chairman of gov¬ 
ernors Terry Warren said: 
“It was a very good cere¬ 
mony and the bishop was 
wonderful with the chil¬ 
dren. 

“It was most definitely 
worth all the effort. It 
was a lot of hard work 
but almost everything 
turned out as we wanted 
if not better. 

“I’d like to thank every¬ 
one who was involved in 
making this possible.”

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Bridport Museum needs £2,000 
to avoid charging admission fee 


BRIDPORT Museum has 
just completed a prize¬ 
winning double but needs 
to raise £2,000 before 
April to remain a free at¬ 
traction. 

The museum service 
has been awarded full ac¬ 
creditation status as well 
as winning a top arts 
award meaning it will 
now have a better chance 
of borrowing some of the 
nation’s most treasured 
artifacts and house a 
major new artwork. 

Firstly the museum re¬ 
ceived accreditation by 
the government funded 
Museums, Libraries and 
Archive Council, which 
oversees the nation’s col¬ 
lections. 

But in a second win the 
museum also came joint 
first with environmental 
group Discover West Bay 
in the countywide Pride 
of Place Award. 

The dual awards mark 
the end of a successful 
2009 for the venue, 
which went free for the 
first time in its 37-year 
history. 

Bridport Museum Cu¬ 
rator Alice Martin said: 
“It’s been a great year for 
the museum and winning 
both of these awards 
promises to make 2010 
even better. 

“One of the biggest ad¬ 
vantages of being accred¬ 
ited with the MLA is that 
it will make it much eas¬ 
ier to borrow from na¬ 
tional museums.

“And at the moment we 
are in the process of ar¬ 
ranging some loans from 
the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum for next year’s dis¬ 
plays.” 

Despite its success the 
museum needs to up its 
fundraising efforts if it is 
to remain free for 2010. 

Curator Alice Martin 
said funding by the 
MLA, which allowed 
them to scrap the £2.50 
charge for the 2009/10 
season, was a one off. 

The change saw visitor 
numbers rise by over 
9,000 but left a shortfall 
in ticket sales of around 
£1,500. 

In order to make up the 
shortfall the museum is 
planning an auction of 
promises for March. 

Alice said: “Last year 
we received money 
under the MLAC’s 
ground-breaking Renais¬ 
sance scheme which 
meant that for the first 
time in the history of the 
museum we didn’t have 
to charge. 

“It resulted in a rise of 
well over 9,000 visitors 
up on the previous year, 
which was great because 
we had many local peo¬ 
ple popping in during 
lunchtimes as well as a 
rise in tourists visits. 

“One of the advantages 
of going free is that we 



saw a rise in donations 
and shop sales. 

“So we are hoping that 
as time goes by the 
amounts raised from 


these other revenue 
sources will make-up the 
shortfall effectively mak¬ 
ing our ‘Open Doors’ 
policy self funding. 

“In meantime we want 
to raise the money in the 
local community and 


what better way than an 
auction of promises. 

“The idea is that indi¬ 
viduals and businesses 
donate goods and serv¬ 
ices which people can 
then bid for. 

“Perhaps it’s a week at 


a holiday home, DIY 
skills, a dinner for two, 
or a crate of fine wine? 

“All and any donations 
or suggestions for prizes 
would be welcome. 

“We’ve already got 
some amazing donations 


which we will reveal 
over the next few weeks. 

“It’s a very exciting 
project and one that will 
benefit the whole com¬ 
munity.”

Dorset Police best for locals'concerns 


DORSET Police remains the best 
for dealing with local people’s con¬ 
cerns out of the 43 forces in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

The accolade comes from the in¬ 
dependent British Crime Survey 
backed up by facts and figures 
from the Home Office. 

Statistics show that total crime in 
Dorset is down for the period Oc¬ 
tober 2008 - September 2009 com¬ 
pared with the same period in 2008 
including offences involving sex, 
violence, robbery criminal damage 
and drugs. 


Robbery fell by 9.9 per cent, 
criminal damage fell 5.8 per cent, 
violence against the person with¬ 
out injury by 9.3 per cent and vio¬ 
lence against the person by 5.2 per 
cent while drug offences were 
down 5.1 per cent. 

The latest performance figures 
from Dorset Police comparing 
April to December 2009 with the 
same period during 2008 show a 
20 per cent drop in robbery, a 17.8 
per cent fall in most serious violent 
crime and a 2.8 per cent fall in total 
recorded crime. 


There was also an 8.5 per cent 
drop in criminal damage, a 3.5 per 
cent fall in vehicle crime and a 
three per cent drop in total violent 
crime. According to the British 
Crime Survey which covers the 
year to September 2009, 63.8 per 
cent of people think Dorset Police 
deals with local concerns, making 
Dorset the best performing force in 
England and Wales for that issue. 

Dorset’s most similar forces - as 
defined by the Government’s 
Home Office - are Hampshire, 
Sussex, Surrey and Thames Valley. 


Christmas drink-drive figures down 


Dorset Police Assistant Chief 
Constable, Mike Glanville, said: 
“We are very satisfied with the lat¬ 


est set of performance figures. 

“Dorset continues to be one of 
the safest places in the country to 


live and public confidence in our 
service remains very high when 
compared to other forces.” 


Public consultation asks whether we 
should have the right to 'die at home' 


DORSET Police have 
praised Christmas drivers 
after figures revealed a 
23 per cent cut in the 
number arrested for giv¬ 
ing positive, refused or 
failed to provide tests. 

Officers detained 103 
motorists during the 
county campaign from 
December 1st, 2009, 
until January 1st, 2010 
which was well down on 
the 134 drivers arrested 
in the same period in 
2008. 

More than 1,300 breath 
tests were conducted on 
drivers in Dorset during 


the campaign. 

Throughout the initia¬ 
tive there were increased 
traffic patrols, as well as 
road-side checks, and 
drivers involved in colli¬ 
sions during December 
were breath tested irre¬ 
spective of whether they 
were suspected of having 
consumed alcohol. 

Chief Inspector Bob 
Nichols of Dorset Police 
specialist operations 
said: “I am pleased to see 
a continuing reduction in 
the number of arrests 
compared to last year 
when 134 drivers were 


arrested, particularly as a 
similar number of tests 
were undertaken. 

“However, this still rep¬ 
resents a very real danger 
on the roads and I would 
urge the public to con¬ 
tinue to report any con¬ 
cerns they may have 
regarding drink drivers to 
the police.” 

Of the 103 arrests all 
but 15 were males, with 
fractionally less than half 
being under 30 years of 
age. The youngest to be 
detained was 17 and the 
oldest 79.” 

Chief Inspector Nichols 


added: “I am particularly 
concerned at the number 
of younger drivers who 
continue to risk lives by 
drinking and driving. 

“Dorset has seen a con¬ 
sistent fall in the number 
of drivers arrested over 
the Christmas period 
from 204 in 2006, 173 in 
2007 and 134 in 2008, 
but will continue to focus 
on the hardcore of driv¬ 
ers who continue to defy 
the law and common 
sense and put their own 
and others lives at risk.” 


PEOPLE are being asked 
for their views on 
whether they want extra 
rights, including the right 
to choose to die at home, 
added to the NHS consti¬ 
tution. 

The document pub¬ 
lished a year ago de¬ 
scribed the values and 
principals of the NHS 
and set out a series of 
commitments it should 
live up to along with the 
rights of its patients. 

A public consultation 
launched last November 
asked if further rights 
should be added in the 
future. 

This included the right 
to choose to die at home, 
the right to access to 
NHS dentistry, the right 
to personal health budg¬ 
ets, the right to choose a 
GP practice offering ex¬ 
tended access to evening 
and weekend appoint¬ 
ments and the right to 


key diagnostic tests for 
suspected cancer patients 
within one week of see¬ 
ing a GP with an interim 
milestone of two weeks. 

New proposals mean 
that everyone aged 40 to 
74 will have the right to 
have an NHS Health 
Check every five years to 
assess their risk of dia¬ 
betes, heart disease and 
stroke. 

Patients will also have 
legal rights to maximum 
waiting times for elective 


procedures and urgent 
cancer referrals. 

If the NHS is unable to 
provide care quickly 
enough it will have to 
take all reasonable steps 
to provide alternatives. 

The views of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland resi¬ 
dents are being sought as 
part of a national drive 
for views, the deadline 
for local people being 
February 5th. 

NHS Dorset chairman 
Jacqueline Swift said: 


“NHS Dorset is already 
committed to the existing 
rights and pledges de¬ 
tailed in the NHS Consti¬ 
tution and welcomes 
opinions and feedback 
from people across the 
county on the new pro¬ 
posals.”

£ £ "X" t’s like swim- 
I ming, you might 
-M-need it one day,” 
was the advice Martin 
Young’s father gave him 
whilst he contemplated a 
carpentry apprenticeship 
back in 1963. 

Martin had wanted to 
pursue his love of drama 
but a quick talking to 
from a careers advisor, 
seconded by his father, 
soon changed those 
plans. 

“Its quite funny be¬ 
cause I wasn’t that good 
at woodwork at school 
but I was very good at 
drama ironically,” Martin 
recalled. 

“I went to a school 
where it was made clear 
to you from the first year 
that you would go on and 
do an apprenticeship. 
You are sort of condi¬ 
tioned into that work 
ethic right through the 
four years of secondary 
school.” 

Martin heeded the ad¬ 
vice of his father but after 
completing his five-year 
apprenticeship he left 
carpentry behind and 
went onto pursue a career 
in sales. 

Staying in the construe-

tion industry Martin ne¬ 
gotiated contracts for 
builders merchants, 
spending many years at 
Bradford’s before finish¬ 
ing his career with the 
Ready Mixed Concrete 
Group. 

Having climbed the 
ranks for over 30 years 
Martin found himself in a 
national role which saw 
him travelling the coun¬ 
try, covering 40,000 
miles a year and spend¬ 
ing half his week in hotel 
rooms. 

However, a life chang¬ 
ing diagnosis in 2004 
caused him to re-evaluate 
his lifestyle and it was to 
mark the start for his 
business Sitting Spiritu¬ 
ally. 

Martin was diagnosed 
with a condition called 
“Syndrome X”, a combi¬ 
nation of obesity, type 2 
diabetes, high blood 
pressure and high choles¬ 
terol. 


“A real recipe for a 
early heart condition,” 
said Martin. 

He finished work and 
began to concentrate on 
his gardening, which had 
become his passion after 
moving to Uplyme in 
1998. 

The therapeutic and ac¬ 
tive hobby proved to be 
the perfect tonic for Mar¬ 
tin’s condition. He per¬ 
fected his garden with 
the help of local Land¬ 
scape Architect Ed 
Brooks and decided to 
apply to the National 
Garden Scheme. 

He was disappointed to 
have his garden refused - 
the problem being a lack 
of seating. 

Martin had always har¬ 
boured a hankering for a 
swing seat, stemming 
from memories of Amer¬ 
ican films, so decided 
that he would try to add 
one to his garden. 

“I found hundreds of

swing seats but they were 
hideous. They didn’t 
meet my expectations at 
all,” he said. 

“I sent for some plans 
from America and I made 
my first seat which still 
sits in my garden today 
and that was the start of 
the whole thing really. 
Sitting Spiritually was 
born.” 

Martin’s new lifestyle 
was the inspiration for 
his company’s name. 

“The name fitted nicely 
with what I was trying to 
do with my life,” he said. 
“ I had become interested 
in meditation and Feng 
Shui as part of my new 
lifestyle. We bought the 
domain name and 
launched the website in 
2004 and maybe half a 
dozen people bought 
swing seats and then it 
started.” 

With sales increasing 
year on year Martin ap¬ 
plied to the Chelsea 
Flower Show. Having 
had no response he re¬ 
signed himself to missing 
out on the show until one 
day, a month before the 
show, he was phoned out 
of the blue and asked to 
fill a spot left by a cancel¬ 
lation. 

He said: “They said we 
know all about you and 
we have looked at your 
website so would you 
like to come and exhibit. 

“Because they had a 
cancellation they ap¬ 
proached me in a much 
shorter time frame be¬ 
cause you are normally 
told in January and you 
have five months of plan¬ 
ning but we had about 
three weeks.” 

Martin made his first 
trip to Chelsea in 2008 
and admits that this was 
the turning point that saw 
his business go national. 

He said: “Numbers 
grew and then I started to 
involve quite a few local 
business to help me be¬ 
cause I couldn’t do it al 
myself. 

“A chap called Nick 
Shannon, who is a furni¬ 
ture maker, helped me 
out, Ed Brooks from 
Wootton Fitzpaine 
started to help me make 
the frames, I started buy¬ 
ing my timber from Guy 
Ewert who runs Eype 
Down Sawmill; Absolute 
Industrial in Axminster 
supply me with my stain¬ 
less steel, Matt Harvey 
from Bridport welds all 
the chains and Siobhan 
Lancaster from 

Hawkchurch is my PA. 

“I have started to build 
quite a network of local 
people so as the business 
has grown the money has 
been kept circulating in 
East Devon and West 
Dorset.” 

The business has grown 
ever since and a turn of 



good fortune in May 
2009 gave Martin better 
exposure than he had 
ever imagined. 

He said: “There was a 
big national article 
about us in the Daily 
Telegraph on Saturday, 
May 16th which was the 
big selling edition when 
the MPs expenses scan¬ 
dal broke. That was the 
Saturday before the 
flower show in 2009. 
We had a phenomenal 
Chelsea flower show in 
2009 and we have been 
developing ever since.” 

Martin may have been 
advised against his act¬ 
ing aspirations but he 
still gets his fair share of 
attention. He admits he 
likes the attention he re¬ 
ceives on the celebs day 
at Chelsea and he did 
get his big TV debut 
when his garden fea¬ 
tured on a television 
program hosted by BBC 
Gardener’s World pre¬ 
senter Carol Klein. 

The lack of quality 
Martin found that day 
he went in search for a 
swing seat was what 
gave him the idea for his 
business. This is not 
something he has let slip 
since either. Quality, 
sustainable garden fur¬ 
niture is still Martin’s 
key focus and what sets 
him apart from the rest. 

Martin’s life changing 
visit to the doctors in 


2004 gave him the con¬ 
fidence to push on with 
long harboured ambi¬ 
tions. It may have taking 
over 30 years for his fa¬ 
ther’s words of advice to 
come to fruition but it is 
not something he re¬ 
grets. 

“When I was diag¬ 
nosed it gave me the 
confidence to try these 
things,” he said. 

“I had to change my 
diet, I had to lose weight 
and I had to do a lot of 
things and it all sort of 
fitted. Instead of driving 
up and down motorways 
I am in a workshop, I’m 
working physically in 
the garden. 

“I just think it came at 
the right time I really 
do. I wouldn’t have had 
the passion I have for it 
now perhaps 20 or 30 
years ago. I was very 
happy doing what I was 
doing but it was the lo¬ 
gistics involved with the 
travel that was affecting 
my health. I absolutely 
loved doing it so I think 
it came at just the right 
time.” 

Martin is approaching 
retirement age now but 
his work is his passion 
and it’s not something 
he intends to give up in 
the near future. 

“I have every intention 
of carrying this business 
on as long as I physi¬ 
cally can,” he said. 


“I have no dreams of 
retirement or things like 
that. When Sunday 
evenings came along I 
used to think here we 
go, tomorrow morning 
I’ve got to drive here 
and do that. Now week¬ 
ends, weekdays and 
bank holidays all sort of 
merge into one. I don’t 
see it as a chore at all, I 
find it very exhilarat¬ 
ing.” 

Inevitably Martin will 
have to put down his 
chisel and hang up his 
hammer but he doesn’t 
see this as the end for 
Sitting Spiritually. 

He said: “The future is 
to develop to a point 
where somebody. I 
don’t know who that 
might be, within the 
family carries on the tra¬ 
dition. 

“My main designer is 
my daughter Lucy. She 
is always coming up 
with ideas and is quite 
interested, I have son 
Gary who helps when 
things get really busy. It 
might be my grandson 
Scott, he is quite inter¬ 
ested. Scott comes into 
the workshop and cer¬ 
tain little jobs he likes 
doing like knocking all 
the plugs in. 

“I don’t know who it 
will be, we are all really 
involved in it.”

Many local agents have become 
part of Radarhomes, so there is a good chance your 
dream home might appear on this site very soon (if 
not already). 

The likes of Primelocation.com and 
Findaproperty.co.uk along with Propertyfinder.com 
are also some of the top portals to keep an eye on. 

A word of caution about SOLD prices. It is easy 
these days to find out what a property last sold for and 
with the fall in the market in recent years, many of us

COMPOSER Rachael Leach 
has created a dramatic new 
score to bring to life a silent 
film made in Bridport in the 
late 1930s. 

Dope UnderThorncombe, a 
melodrama based around 
West Bay, was made by local 
people under the direction 
of amateur filmmaker Frank 
Trevett. 

His daughter, Vivienne 
Smith handed the film over 
to rural media charity Trilith 
for safekeeping. 

Said Trilith's Trevor Bailey: 
"It was shot on 9.5mm film; 
the amateur's favourite film 
choice in the 1930s. It was 
an amazing project for local 
people to take on and has 
been crying out to be given 
its own special music and to 
be seen more widely." 

The film receives its musi¬ 
cal premiere at Bridport Arts 
Centre on February 11th at 
7.30pm. 

Mrs Smith, who lives in 
Bridport, said: "My father 
bought the cine camera 
when my brother, Rex 
Trevett, was born and that 
was in 1933 for filming the 


family. Dad was very keen 
on his hobbies - he'd throw 
himself with much enthusi¬ 
asm into any hobby. 

"He liked using his cine 
camera and thought he'd 
like to do something differ¬ 
ent to filming the family." 

Thriller writer Andrew 
Spiller, who lived locally, of¬ 
fered to write the story, 
which is about dope smug¬ 
gling under Thorncombe 
Beacon. Frank Trevett, who 
was a hairdresser, enlisted 
his family and friends for the 
starring roles. 

"They did it purely for their 
own pleasure, their own en¬ 
joyment," Mrs Smith said. 

"They would be so thrilled 
to thinkthat it is going to be 
seen. Dad would be so 
pleased, they all would be, 
that it hasn't been lost and 
forgotten." 

West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil and the PRS Foundation 
have funded Trilith to com¬ 
mission the music. 

A live performance of the 
score and film can also be 
seen at Burton Bradstock on 
April 24th. A recorded ver¬ 


sion at Eype Centre for the 
Arts is due to be staged on 
March 6. 

The project has also seen 
the creation of a website 
that includes photographs 
and interviews with local 
people by journalist 
Margery Hookings. This will 
be officially launched later 
in the year. 

Said Trevor Bailey:"The 
aim is to draw the website's 
visitors from initial interest 
in the place or in the arts, to 
fascination with films and 
vice versa. In tourism terms, 
it will promote the idea of 
coming to see where the 
film was shot."

UNUSUAL body colours, messy interiors, 
short MOTs, missing paperwork or 
scratched alloy wheels are just some of 
the ways drivers are losing hundreds of 
pounds off the resale value of their cars. 

Online used car retailer, Carsite.co.uk, 
conducted a study into what factors make 
big impacts on the value of a used car, and 
has put together some advice to help driv¬ 
ers achieve the best trade-in price for their 
motoring pride and joy. 

One of the biggest mistakes drivers can 
make when buying a car is the colour. Un¬ 
usual colours such as yellow, orange or 
pink are considered much more undesir¬ 
able than silver, black or grey. On a small to 
medium car, the wrong shade can make it 
£200-£500 less appealing to retailers and 
buyers. A nearly new executive model 
could be worth up to £1000 less if the 
colour is expected to deter customers. 

Wear and tear also have a major impact 
on a car's retained value with the quality of 
the interior often a good reflection on how 
well a car has been looked after. Badly 
scratched or tarnished alloy wheels can 
take £50-100 per alloy off the car's value, 
whilst cracked or chipped windscreens 
could shave off another £250-300. Bad 
dents and scratches can cause a £200-300 
drop in value per bumper or panel. Interi¬ 
ors that have been damaged by pets or 


children can also wipe hundreds off the re¬ 
sale price. A dog-chewed interior on a car 
recently sent to auction was the main rea¬ 
son for the vehicle achieving £500 under 
its book value. 

The general cleanliness of a car can also 
be a good way of achieving a better offer 
for your car at trade in. Retailers see litter, 
grime and dust as indicators of a poorly 
maintained car so a thorough valet could 
make the difference of £300-400 in a 
dealer's offer. 

Along with colour choice, choosing the 
right specifications during the buying 
process can make a significant impact on a 
car's retained value. Some larger executive 
models, for example, are more in demand 
fitted with automatic transmissions with 
manual versions sometimes achieving 
£1500 less at resale. A leather trimmed 
Audi, BMW or Mercedes could also be 
worth £1000 more than the same model 
with cloth trim. 

An up-to-date service book and vehicle 
history is also vital to getting your car ac¬ 
cepted by a retailer. If the dealer thinks the 
car might not have been correctly serviced 
they could refuse to take the car or offer 
£300-400 less for it. A long MOT certificate 
is another good way to increase buyer con¬ 
fidence - a car with only a few weeks left on 
the MOT could be worth £200-300 less to a 



retailer. 

"A well maintained car is the best way to 
get a good resell valuation and fill your 
buyer with confidence," explains Alistair 
Jeff of Carsite.co.uk. "Keeping your car 
clean with an up-to-date service book and 
selling with a long MOT are simple, but re¬ 
warding steps to achieving this."

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


BACKTO WINNING WAYS 


MAYBE the recent weather conditions 
have hindered Bob Buckler's training 
programme, forcing him to adapt the 
stables to keep his horses fit instead 
of using the all weather track and sur¬ 
rounding fields, but the break in rac¬ 
ing seemed to suit his horses with 
both The Sawyer and Mizzurka 
recording impressive victories. 

The Sawyer, so unlucky not to have 
won the Grand Sefton Chase at Ain- 
tree in November when he unseated 
Will Kennedy three from home when 
looking to have the race in the bag, 
made no mistakes last Saturday at 
Ascot by winning the Class 2 Victor- 
chandler.com Handicap Chase over 2 
miles 5 furlongs. 

Ridden by conditional stable jockey 
Nathan Sweeney, the 10-year-old held 
off a late run from Miss Mitch to win 
by a neck. Always up with the leader 
he made a move on the back straight 
before going for home as they 
rounded Swindley Bottom to open up 
a 10 length lead, and although Robert 
Walford made a brave effort on the 
Robert Alner charge he could not 
quite get up. 

Nick Mitchell's Ellerslie George, who 
had won two of his last three threat¬ 
ened for a while but eventually last 
ground four fences out to finish in the 
middle of the pack. 

"It was a great win, and some com¬ 
pensation for the Grand Sefton," said 
Buckler. "Although it looked a bit 
close, he did have a lot more in the 
tank. His problem was he didn't need 
to stretch himself having such a big 
lead and did just enough. If it had be¬ 
come a serious battle he would have 
gone on again because that's the type 
of horse he is. 

"The good thing is he has come 


home fairly fresh and now may go for 
the Betfair Trophy Handicap Chase 
over the same distance at Chel¬ 
tenham on Saturday." 

Mizzurka was just as impressive 
winning the Dbs/e.b.f Mares'Standard 
Open Nh Flat Race (qualifier) at 
Taunton on Thursday. 

Buckler thinks very highly of the 6- 
year-old who followed up her victory 
at Newbury three weeks earlier with a 
breathtaking 6 length win beating a 
very good field including the 
favourite Be My Light who was sec¬ 
ond and the highly thought of Alan 
King's Way Back When who was a fur¬ 
ther 1 Vi lengths away third. 

Once again ridden by Sweeney, she 
made all the running to pull away in 
the final two furlongs in imperious 
mode. 

"She's a smart horse and the way 
she won was impressive; she went 
away from the others so easily at the 
end. Nathan gave her a good ride and 
having won this qualifier she will now 
go to the final at Sandown on March 
14 th ." 

Crank Hill also gave a good account 
of himself in the Shoreditch Handicap 
Chase over 3 miles 3 furlongs on the 
same card finishing third beaten 3 V 2 
and 2 % lengths by the joint favourites 
Wizard of Edge and Maori Legend. 

Having dropped to the back he ral¬ 
lied midway under Harry Skelton and 
led the field approaching three out 
but couldn't maintain the advantage 
under pressure. 

"He's a big, stuffy horse and needed 
the run and will come on for it,"said 
Buckler. 

In an earlier race Ethiopia and Sean 
Thornton battled it out in the E.b.f'na¬ 
tional Hunt'Novices'Hurdle (qualifier). 


Sean Thornton chased the leaders 
and turning for home looked to be in 
with a chance but weakened to finish 
seventh, whilst Ethiopia was at the 
rear before making headway but he 
too found the pace too much and fin¬ 
ished fifth. 

"Ethiopia wants further. He was out¬ 
paced early on but ran on and gave a 
good account of himself. Sean did OK 
but there is more work to do on him." 

The consistent and dependable 
Double Dizzy put in another good 
performance in the Wincanton Cup 
Handicap Chase on Saturday to finish 
fourth despite having a real rough 
ride throughout the race. 

In ground much too heavy for his 
liking, he was badly cut up, then ham¬ 
pered by a falling horse before being 
badly squeezed on the rails, but still 
put in another sterling effort.

BOTH sides had recently sacked their manager and al¬ 
though Worcester City have now promoted assistant 
manager Carl Heeley to take over from Richard Dryden, 
both teams appeared to be lacking cohesion and quality 
in a match littered with errors. 

New Weymouth supremo George Rolls announced that 
they have whittled their shortlist to three and that an an¬ 
nouncement was imminent, and it would appear it can't

RUGBY ROUND-UP

DORCH SURGE TO VICTORY IN LATE RALLY 


I, ALONG with, I suspect, many rugby follow¬ 
ers, took a moment last week to mourn the 
passing of Bill Maclaren, rugby commentator 
par excellence; and realised that I happen to 
use one or two of his phrases on occasion. I 
called someone a "demented ferret"the other 
day. (He was not amused). 

He (Bill) gave much to the game and thou¬ 
sands will remember his commentary with 
great affection. 

On Saturday I ventured to Dorchester to 
take in their game against Tadley. 

DORCHESTER 26pts TADLEY 22pts 

ALTHOUGH Dorchester's pitch was a little 
tender underfoot, hardly surprising really, 
conditions were good enough for this South¬ 
ern Counties League game. 

The opening exchanges certainly belonged 
to the visitors. They protected their own ball, 
worked their way into home territory and, 
after going through a couple of phases spun 
the ball wide for their full-back to get over 
some five yards from the posts, The conver¬ 
sion was kicked and Tadley led 7-0 with barely 
five minutes gone. 

Surprisingly, for they had not shown too 
much thus far, Dorchester's response was im- 
mediate.They were not winning the set piece 
at this stage, but spread the ball wide a cou¬ 
ple of minutes later on the Tadley twenty two 
and, after a break in the centre, full-back Read 
touched down out wide. 

The try remained unconverted and, al¬ 
though the score line remained unchanged 
for the rest of the first quarter, I felt that 
Tadley looked the likelier outfit. Their lineout 
was going well, Dennison their out half was 
kicking adroitly from hand and the home 
midfield tackling was not quite as sure as they 
would have liked. 

Tadley increased their lead on the half-hour. 
Having squandered a scoring chance through 
taking a wrong option, they won a penalty on 
the home twenty two and duly kicked the 
goal. 

The home side seemingly were relying on 
the counter punch for they got a score back 
in short order, and it was a good one. They 
turned over Tadley possession in midfield, 
sent the ball wide and, after an exchange of 
passes, centre Harvey got over and ran to the 
posts. Jones kicked the conversion and 
Dorchester led 12-10, a scoreline that stayed 
unchanged until the change round. 

The first-half's pattern of play continued 
into the second, with both sides playing well 
enough, but only intermittently, and it was 
now seeminglyTadley's turn to hold sway. Be¬ 


fore the half was ten minutes old, and from 
set piece possession on the home twenty 
two, outside half Dennison slipped his 
marker, found a gap and went in under the 
posts for an excellent solo try that he con¬ 
verted himself. This score gave the visitors a 
five point cushion and they, I thought, 
wrapped up the result with an unconverted 
try a few minutes later. 

From a set scrum on the Dorchester twenty 
two their scrum-half combined with his num¬ 
ber eight and put one of his centres through 
to score halfway out. The score remained un¬ 
converted but gave Tadley a 22-12 lead with 
some twenty minutes left for play. 

Then Dorchester's rally came. They took the 
final quarter by the scruff of the neck, drove 
into their opponents' twenty two before 
sending the ball through several pairs of 
hands and open side flanker, Miller, who had 
been prominent throughout, shrugged off a 
couple of tackles and crashed over some fif¬ 
teen yards from the posts. Jones kicked the 
conversion and Dorchester were back to 
within a score with ten minutes remaining. 

Although still three points in arrears, it was 
all Dorchester now. They imposed consider¬ 
able pressure on the Tadley line and penalties 
were conceded by the defence. I thought 
they might have kicked one of these to tie the 
scores but they did not and their decision 
paid off for, with no side fast approaching, 
they tapped a penalty and scrum-half Gower 
scuttled over halfway out. Again Jones added 
the extras and there was just time for the 
restart but no time for Tadley to come back. 

This was a game where fortunes ebbed and 
flowed and consequently it did not lack inter¬ 
est. 

Both sides would feel less than satisfied 
with its midfield tackling but I thought that 
Dorchester were worthy of the win in view of 
their superiority during the final quarter and 
the fact that they had, in open side Miller, the 
best player on view. 

WEYMOUTH 44pts WIMBORNE 2nd 3pts 

WEYMOUTH had a dominating first half per¬ 
formance to thank for this convincing and de¬ 
cisive win. Their opponents conceded a rash 
of penalties early on and Peplow duly kicked 
one of them to give his side the lead before 
the game was ten minutes old. He then 
kicked another award to the corner and, after 
his pack had won the ensuing lineout and 
mauled the ball over the visitors line, he duly 
added the extras, thus increasing the lead to 
10 - 0 . 

He kicked another penalty a few minutes 


later and although Wimborne replied with a 
similar effort Weymouth were in control at 13- 
3 ahead. 

The final minutes of the ha If were fruitful ones 
for the home side. During this time, a loose 
kick from the Wimborne full back was run 
back by Peplow who linked with his backs 
and put centre Will Hughes over. 

The stand off converted the try and added 
the extras to the next one also, scored by Ed 
Kirk in at the corner. Then, late in the half the 
home eight won a strike against the head, 
skipper Sample picked up, made ground and 
his telling inside offload found Isles who 
touched down. 

This one remained unconverted but a penalty 
goal by Peplow in the stroke of half time put 
Weymouth really out of sight at 35-3 ahead. 
The second half was something of an anti cli¬ 
max, with Wimborne playing for pride and 
Weymouth feeling that the game was won 
and perhaps losing a little in urgency. In any 
event, they remained in control until the 
whistle for no side sounded and added two 
unconverted tries to their tally, one by Carter 
and the other by Llewendon, before the end. 

POOLE 28pts WEYMOUTH 2nd 8pts 

LATE withdrawals and injuries played a major 
part in Weymouth's defeat. Although first 
team calls caused them to reshuffle, at first all 
went well and they countered the home 
side's two first-half tries with a touchdown by 
Tubatt and a penalty goal kicked by Thorne 
and trailed 12-8 at the halfway stage. 

Injuries were beginning to curb their effec¬ 
tiveness however and the situation worsened 
before the second half was ten minutes old. 
In fact they played the last half hour with just 
fourteen men on the field. Poole took full ad¬ 
vantage and stretched away to the win. 

WARMINSTER Nil BRIDPORT 27pts 

BRIDPORT wiped away any thoughts of their 
earlier reversal against this opposition with 
this win, made all the more satisfying because 
it was achieved when they were one or two 
players short of full complement. 

They took a little time to settle and their ef¬ 
forts were set back a little when they had a 
player sent to the bin after some twenty min¬ 
utes' play. 

In his absence however, they kicked a 
penalty to the corner, won the ensuing scrum 
and pushed it over the home line, with Liam 
Poole touching down at the base. 

The try remained unconverted but they in¬ 
creased their lead before the break with a try 
by winger Paris Hawkes-Wellstead, converted 


this time by Ricky Stubbs, thus taking a handy 
twelve point lead in at the interval. 

In fact the first half was a rather closer con¬ 
test than the score suggests for Warminster, 
with their large pack had given as good as 
they got for the most part and could well 
have scored a couple of tries of their own. 

Bridport began to pull away soon after the 
break. When the half was ten minutes'old the 
visitors won scrummage ball, passed it 
quickly across their back division, giving 
winger Hawkes-Wellstead space and he scut¬ 
tled over for his second score of the game.

PREVIEW 

WHAT price a win for all three local sides on 
Saturday next? I would suggest that it is very 
much on the cards. 

DORCHESTER, who have fallen away a little 
after their very good start to the season, 


travel to MINETY, a side who reside very much 
in the bottom half of the Southern Counties 
League (South). 

Visitors to Minety generally come back with 
the view that the journey is the most difficult 
part of the afternoon, for it is long and rather 
tortuous. If they can organise themselves as 
they generally do, and not get lost en route, 
or turn up late, as sides have been known to 
do, I think they will win, and with a bit to 
spare. 

BRIDPORT are at home to WESTBURY who 
hang on to a place in the Dorset & Wilts 
League Division One thanks to their large 
pack of forwards. Their back division is not a 
penetrative one and is often found out when 
sides run at it, ball in hand. 

While conditions are likely to be heavy, and 
thus in Westbury's favour, I expect the home 
pack to achieve parity of possession as a min¬ 
imum and, if the game is played predomi¬ 
nantly in the wider channels, I expect 
Bridport to win with some ease. 

WEYMOUTH have, on paper, the easiest 
game of all for they take on bottom side Sal¬ 
isbury seconds who have only won one game 
in the league so far this season. (That win 
came against Bridport and the Brewery Field 
side do not like to discuss it). 

Weymouth themselves have not been at 
their best in recent weeks but even so should 
make light of the longish journey and return 
with the points. 

As to the second sides, Bridport lock horns 
with their opposite numbers from Dorchester 
in what should be an intriguing contest. Visi¬ 
tors Bridport like to run with the ball, but 
have not been doing it all that well recently, 
while the home side do tend to play a more 
solid and workmanlike game. There won't be 
too much in this one, although I think that 
Bridport might just edge it. 

Weymouth seconds will have their hands 
full when they entertain Bournemouth 
fourths.

SENIOR HAPPY TO INCREASE CONGESTION 


DESPITE the fixture log caused by the recent 
bad weather, Bridport managerTrevor Senior 
is pleased to add at least one more game to 
the growing list following his side's superb 
cup victory overToolstation Premier League 
side Brislington last week. 

The former Reading striker masterminded 
the victory with a formation that saw Bridport 
break down the flanks and through midfield 
in support of lone striker Matt Moors. 

Such was its success that the Bristol side 
rarely troubled the Bees defence as goals by 
Dan Wise and Darren Watts secured a second 
round home tie against Keynsham on Febru¬ 
ary 13 th . 

"The formation worked really well and the 
whole team excelled. It was an excellent vic¬ 
tory and we deserved to win and just shows 
what we are capable of. 

"The lads were really buoyant after the 
game and so it was disappointing to find that 
Saturday's match at Almondsbury was post¬ 
poned due to a waterlogged pitch. I had a lot 
of disappointed replies when I informed the 
players the match had been called off." 


Senior has quite a 
good record in the Les 
Phillips Cup having 
won it twice when 
managing Bridgwater in which they beat Bris¬ 
lington in the final, but it was the first time in 
around ten visits that Senior has actually won 
at Ironmould Lane. 

"It's a great opportunity for us to win some 
silverware and with a home game against 
Keynsham we have a great chance to 
progress. Although we beat them in the FA 
Cup, we owe them one having lost there 4-0 
in the league at their place, and whilst it's not 
great to have another game added to the list, 
it gives us a great incentive." 

Asked to explain why he thought Bridport 
seemed to play well against the better teams, 
especially those from a higher division, Senior 
said: "We are much better at breaking teams 
down rather than making the running. 
Against Brislington, who are a footballing 
side, we showed great energy. We passed the 
ball through them and at pace. 

"I believe the problem with lesser sides is 


that we lose concen¬ 
tration when the ball 
is at the other end. 
Consequently when 
we are on the attack the defence sometimes 
switches off to the possibility of the ball being 
cleared quickly from the opponents half and 
we get caught out by the long ball. 

"Similarly when we launch a quick attack 
sometimes the midfield and wing backs are 
slow to support them in and around the box 
and consequently we don't have enough men 
in their box to take advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

An injury to Dorchester Town keeper Regan 
Coward has left Senior in a predicament, 
when on-loan Simon Evans was recalled by 
Magpies manager Ashley Vickers last week. 
Evans joined the Bees on-loan from Wey¬ 
mouth at the end of October but had only 
played seven games due to a number of post¬ 
ponements caused by the weather when two 
weeks ago he was transferred to Dorchester 
Town. Vickers allowed the keeper to continue 
playing for Bridport providing he wasn't re¬ 


quired as cover for Coward and Evans played 
in the victory over Brislington but was re¬ 
called and played in the Blue Square South 
match against Staines Town on Saturday. 

"It's a great shame but that was the deal, 
and Lee Cuff had agreed to replace Simon last 
Saturday," added Senior. "However his avail¬ 
ability depends on his work and he might not 
be available every week." 

One new face that has joined Bridport is 
Warren Byerley.The former Magpies striker re¬ 
joined his old club last week, and has gone on 
loan to St Mary's Field to improve his fitness 
and sharpness in a similar deal to Jamie 
Symes and Evans. 

"He is a goalscorer, something we have 
lacked this season, and will give competition 
to Matt Moors and Lewis Cocker,"said Senior. 

"It is unsure how long we will have him, but 
even if it is only for a month, I think his expe¬ 
rience and goal scoring will be of benefit to 
us."
